Mr. Speaker entered the Assembly and took the Chair. 


His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 
Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It is my privilege and pleasure to welcome you to this 
Second Session of the Twelfth Legislature of the Province of 
Alberta. 

In recent months, our Province has suffered the loss of two 
able ministers of the Crown. In the passing of the Honourable 
John Lyle Robinson, Minister of Industries and Labour, and in 
the tragic accidental death of the Honourable David Alton Ure, 
Minister of Agriculture, my Government lost men who served 
the people of Alberta faithfully and well. On behalf of all 
assembled, I wish to pay tribute to the memory of both of these 
men. 

At the invitation of my Government, I accompanied the 
Honourable the Premier to London last June to represent the 
people of this Province at the Coronation of Her Most Gracious 
Majesty, Queen Elizabeth the Second. It was indeed a great 
privilege to witness this significant event of our time. Her 
Majesty and her husband have found a warm place in the hearts 
of the people of this Province, who will join with me in extending 
to them heartfelt good wishes for their health and safety in the 
travels they now are undertaking in other parts of the Common- 
wealth. 

During the past year, our Province enjoyed the third 
consecutive year of favourable crop conditions resulting in a 
three-year record of above-normal agricultural production. Un- 
fortunately, many of our farmers suffered severe losses in 
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recurring hail and wind storms which caused widespread havoc 
to crops in many areas and resulted in the Alberta Hail Insurance 
Board, during the past season, making the highest hail loss pay- 
ments in its history. The continued increase in production costs 
and the decline in the prices of farm products is a matter of 
concern to all. As a measure of practical assistance in solving 
this problem, my Government will continue to promote a program 
of balanced diversification in Agriculture to help farmers increase 
and stabilize farm incomes. 


The construction of irrigation works associated with the 
St. Mary-Milk River Development Project will be continued 
during the ensuing year. It is anticipated that the Travers Dam 
will be completed early in the summer providing the Travers- 
Enchant districts with irrigation waters. 


Carrying out the program approved at the last session of the 
Legislature, vigorous and successful efforts have been made to 
bring under control the outbreak of rabies in northern areas of 
the Province. As a result of these concerted efforts by federal, 
provincial and municipal officials and the citizens in the areas 
affected, the incidence of the disease has been effectively re- 
duced. You will be asked to approve the continuation of this 
program until the satisfactory control of this disease has been 
attained. 


To enable the accelerated program of rural electrification 
to be maintained, you will be asked to approve a substantial 
increase in the fund established at the last session under The 
Rural Electrification Revolving Fund Act. The operation of 
this fund has proven a very real benefit in the extension of rural 
electrification to over 6,000 new subscribers during the past year. 


In keeping with its policy of fostering sound conservation 
practices in the development of our oil and gas resources, 
amendments to The Oil and Gas Resources Conservation Act, 
1950, will be requested to permit oil production operations, 
where it is desirable, on a unit basis rather than on a basis of 
individual well holdings, thereby ensuring the maintenance of 
underground pressures necessary to lengthen the life of the fields 
and increase the ultimate recovery of oil. 


To supplement this new provision in The Oil and Gas 
Resources Conservation Act, amendments to The Mines and 
Minerals Act and The Right of Entry Arbitration Act, 1952, 
also will be presented for your consideration. 


Special legislation will be submitted for your approval 
establishing a provincial company for the construction and 
operation of a trunk line gathering system for natural gas 
within the Province in accordance with the recommendation of 
the Alberta Petroleum and Natural Gas Conservation Board. 
These facilities will permit the more effective conservation and 
use of Alberta’s gas resources and will make possible an economic 
supply of natural gas to many Alberta communities as well as 
to export markets. 


Your attention again will be brought to those measures 
placed into effect for the protection and preservation of the 
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forest resources of our Province. The capital program under 
the Eastern Rockies Forest Conservation Board continued apace 
during the past year and it is anticipated this program will be 
completed this year. The aerial survey program being carried 
out by my Government is near completion and a forest inventory 
is being prepared to facilitate a general program of forest man- 
agement and conservation. 


In the field of Public Health, you will be asked to approve the 
emergent actions taken by my Government to relieve the financial 
burden of those afflicted by the severe epidemic of poliomyelitis 
which swept our Province during the past year. To provide 
adequate facilities for the care of those afflicted, you will be asked 
to authorize the construction of an addition to the University 
Hospital as a poliomyelitis and pediatric unit. 


Your approval will be sought in the establishment of a 
Research Committee to study the unusual conditions noted in the 
poliomyelitis epidemics of the past two years and for the training 
of special personnel engaged in the treatment of poliomyelitis 
victims. 


During the coming year special attention will be given to 
the problem of pollution of streams and rivers in the Province. 
Surveys already are under way to determine the most effective 
measures to prevent this pollution, particularly in respect to 
industrial waste matters. 


An addition to the Cancer Clinic at Edmonton to house the 
Cobalt Bomb donated to the people of this Province will be 
completed during the ensuing year. This new equipment will 
make available to Alberta citizens the most up to date forms 
of cancer treatment known to medical science. 


My Government has entered into an agreement with the 
Government of Canada with respect to the rehabilitation of dis- 
abled persons providing for medical treatment and necessary 
training to assist them in again becoming self supporting 
citizens. The cost of these services will be shared equally by the 
two Governments. Your approval will be sought for an amend- 
ment to The Disabled Persons’ Pensions Act extending the pro- 
visions of this legislation to those suffering from mental dis- 
abilities. 

In the field of Education, the continuing shortage of 
teachers, particularly in the remote and isolated areas of the 
Province, is a matter of widespread concern. Measures designed 
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to relieve this shortage will be submitted for your consideration. 


Amendments to The School Act also will be placed before 
you for your consideration. 


To ease the burden of the rising cost of education to 
municipal taxpayers, you will be asked to approve increased 
appropriations for school grants. 


During the ensuing year, my Government plans to continue 
an extensive highway program and in this respect, you will be 
requested to approve very substantial appropriations for main 
highway and district road construction and maintenance. 
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In order to provide more convenient service to the public, 
my Government proposes to transfer the Motor Vehicles Branch 
from the Department of the Provincial Secretary to the Depart- 
ment of Highways, effective October 1st, 1954. This will place 
the licensing of all motor vehicles in the province under the 
administration of one department of government simplifying 
administration and eliminating unnecessary duplication of 
facilities. 

In an effort to cope with the problem of the increasing 
number of highway traffic accidents, it is the intention of my 
Government to extend to the entire Province the program of 
testing drivers which was instituted during the past year in the 
major cities. Legislation will be submitted for your considera- 
tion providing heavier penalties for violations of traffic regula- 
tions. 

Legislation will be introduced to establish an Alberta 
Freight Bureau as a separate branch of government charged 
with the responsibility of assisting in the transportation problems 
of producers, processers, manufacturers, distributors, whole- 
salers, retailers and the consumers of the Province. 


A large capital construction program again is contemplated 
by the Department of Telephones in an effort to meet the 
unprecedented and sustained demand for telephone service. You 
will be asked to approve substantial borrowings from the Pro- 
vincial Treasury for this purpose. 


During the past year, good progress has been made by the 
Commission established for the purpose of defining co-terminous 
boundaries for School Divisions and Municipal Districts and it is 
anticipated that the work of this Commission will be completed 
during the current year. 


In recognition of the complex problems relating to 
municipal and school administration and metropolitan develop- 
ment in the areas surrounding our major cities, my Government 
proposes to establish a Royal Commission to make a full in- 
vestigation into these problems and recommend steps which, in 
the opinion of the Commission, will ensure the best possible 
development and administration of the Metropolitan Areas. 


An important part of my Government’s work in Civil Defence 
will be to forward the program of improved fire protection and 
prevention facilities in our municipalities. It is anticipated that 
the ensuing year will see the completion of the program of 
standardization of hose couplings and fire-fighting equipment, 
making mutual aid among municipalities possible in the event of 
civil disaster. 


Among amendments to major legislation to be placed before 
you will be changes in The Alberta Labour Act, The Municipal 
Districts Act and The Assessment Act. 


The Provincial Treasury Branch system experienced another 
successful year and provision will be made by my Government 
for the continued improvement and expansion of this public 
service. 
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The operation of The Municipal Capital Expenditure Loans 
Act will be continued and you will be asked to increase sub- 
stantially the revolving fund established under this statute at the 
last session. 

An extensive program of public works, designed to provide 
buildings and institutions necessary to the needs of the growing 
population of our Province, will be submitted for your approval. 

The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year, together with 
the Estimates for the ensuing year, will be presented for your 
most careful consideration. 

I leave you now to the business of this session in full con- 
fidence that you will discharge your duties and responsibilities 
in the best interests of all our people. I pray that Divine 
Providence will guide and bless your deliberations.
